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St. Albert Settlement 88 Years Ago 


This sketch plan of a traverse 
of the settlement of St, Albert, 
N.W.T., was drawn by Dominion 
Land Surveyor AF, King and 
dated April 29th, 1878, From 
this preliminary sketch surveyor 
King would complete the formal 
plans in Ottawa to be authorized 
the following year. 


The river lots running back 
from the river in long narrow 
allotments are filled in with 
the named of the settlers 
(“‘squatters’*) occupying them at 
the time of the survey, All ex- 
isting buildings are also ident- 
ified (in extremely small print 
not reporduced here) with the 
owner's name, or such notation 
as ‘unfinished house’’, ‘Shouse 
occupied by an Indian’, ‘‘Ruins 
of a stable,” ‘‘Mission Wash 
House’ and ‘‘Storehouses,’’ 


Many of the lot owners names 
will still be recognized as St, 
Albert family names, 

The Sturgeon River is marked 
out from South to North and the 
old St, Albert Trail is shown 
cutting through the Mission prop- 
erty from right, and winding 
across the river over the old 
bridge (right centre) towards the 
Roman Catholic Church, A fork 
in the trail in front of the church 
site leads to the north or south, 
This artery is the present St, 
Vital Avenue, Extending from 
upper right would be today’s 
Hermitage Farm, The present 
Bruin Inn would be located tothe 
right and somewhat south of the 
bridge. 

The original sketch reduced 
and reproduced here was loaned 
to the Gazette by Mr, George

There is a wealth of sources for Jim to draw from and many 
organizations and individuals have helped, One source of 
information is the archives of the Oblate Fathers and Father 
Emile Tardiff is interested in the project, 

Descendants of the early settlers in St, Albert could contribute 
to the store of knowledge of ways of everyday life and perhaps 
some fascinating pictures as well, Some of the descendants 
of families whose names appear on the sketch shown above 
may be interested in this Centennial project, Their telephone 
calls or letters would be warmly welcomed, Anyone with any 
information, old documents, letters, photos or paintings is invited 
to get in touch with the Centennial Committee by telephoning 
599-6776 or writing to P.O, Box 67, St, Albert. Mr, George 
Walker is one resident who has already expressed his keen 
interest in the project and offered his help,

as complete a record as possible of the material assembled, 
Articles for the series will be run from such sources as the _ 
Alberta Historical Review. and the Glenbow Foundation,

price,

REPORT FROM THE DISTRICT’ AGRICULTURIST: 

WINTER MONTH PROGRAMS: 

Mr, Powers advised the Board that he intended to hold a 
series of information meetings for the farmers during the months 
of February and March, 1967, pertaining to the use of chemicals 
and fertilizers, He stated that Mr, J, E, Latham, sales super-
